the past month and a half to 
many parties regarding the 
vitalization of the labor mar¬ 
ket and protection of seniors 
in our community They have 
sp oken to the maj ority a f tlie 
employment organizations in 
the community, as well as 
unions. Tliey eJso spoke to 
many government ei 1 depart¬ 
ments involved. 

During the Soaal Dia¬ 
logue and in the various con¬ 
versations with employers, 
unions and government de¬ 
partments, all parties related 
the increasing of the pension 
age and tlie need for a labor 
market management, in this 
case a vitality package. 

People can continue to 
work in a sustainable manner 
if dunng their professional 
career tliev have invested 
well in their healtli and edu¬ 
cation, and also when tliey 
desire to change jobs. 
Healthy and vital employees 
this way will be able to con¬ 
tinue doing a good job and 
will be motivated to still per¬ 
form well, despite their age 
increase. 


Increasing the pension age 
across the board in every sec¬ 
tor bnngs many challenges 
with it. Decreasing participa¬ 
tion in the governmental sec¬ 
tor and utilities may have to 
do witli tlie good pension that 
these employees have, Tlie 
commission has noted that an 
increase in the pension age 
will mean that a large number 
of people to remain active in 
the labor market will be sub¬ 
stantial.

The government is en¬ 
couraging investors to take 
advantage of the incentives 
created for establishing busi¬ 
nesses in the San Nicolas 
area, winch would be benefi¬ 
cial for them, and will also 
create an economic develop¬ 
ment in San Nicolas 

The modernization of the 


Free Zone has created the 
possibility for more business 
flexibility to attract mare in¬ 
vestment in tins area. There 
are several companies tliat 
have expressed an interest 
and have applied to invest 
and be taken into considera¬ 
tion for the benefits created. 

Tlie Minister explained 
that the government's inten¬ 
tion IS to create a 'Green 
Zone' in Eagle, where offices 
can establish witli the go al a f 
supporting the third eco¬ 
nomic pillar (knowledge) of 
Aruba. This does not mean 
tliattliese offices can only es¬ 


tablish at Eagle, he assured 
Tlie Minister also men¬ 
tioned various other projects 
going to be executed .and 
wliich will have a positive ef¬ 
fect on the island's economy. 
He mentioned, for example, 
tlie 2nd phase of the Infra¬ 
structure and Renovation 
plan of tlie Bamos, the Green 
Corridor, Watty Vos Boule¬ 
vard (the Riiigweg 3), reno¬ 
vation and amplification of 
tlie Hospital and tlie move of 
the container harbor to Bar- 
cadera which will cost a 
whopping 123 million 
Florins.

Proper nomdshment is 
very important dunng these 
events, especially for chil¬ 
dren and the elderly Be sure 
to partal^e of a meal at the 
start of the day, before leav¬ 
ing the house, preferably of 
non-fat food, such as a sand¬ 
wich witli a drink or corn¬ 
flakes "witli milk. 

Mrs. Geraldine Jean- Bap¬ 
tiste- Tromp and Mrs. An- 
gelique Salsbaich of the 
Dietetic Department at the 
hospital place great emphasis 
on hydration, nutrition and 
protection for the most vul¬ 
nerable among the commu¬ 
nity, namely the children, 
elderly and rndividuals with 
chronic diseases, like dia¬ 
betes Do not stay long hours 
witli out eating or drinking, 
especially if you are standing 
in tlie heat and sun. 

A person standing still 
uses eiier^, sweats and sheds 
fluids. It IS advisable to dnnk 
copious amounts of liquid, 
preferably water. For nour¬ 
ishment, it IS advisable to 
have 'grab and go’' food. It is 
easier, and the food stays 


fresh for a longer penod, es- 
peaally when standing in the 
sun and/or a hot en'viroiimeiit. 
The dietitians recommend 
‘cereal bars', h^'ackers^ and 
sandwiches that do not con- 
taiii meat or mayonnaise If 
you are plamuiig to take per¬ 
ishable food, tlian keep itin a 
cooler with ice. 

Othei’ tips are: 

• Wear fresli, light col¬ 
ored clotlung that protects 
you against tlie sun 

• Use a sunblock 

• Take the sun block 
with you to apply a few tmies 
during tlie parade 

• The use of a hat is 
advisable. 

Mrs. Salsbach and Mrs. 
Jean- Baptiste-Tromp recom¬ 
mend all diabetic s to inform 
one or more persons in their 
group about tlieir condition, 
in case they need help Heat 
and movement, 'with the re¬ 
sulting perspiration and loss 
of fluids, and/or drinking al¬ 
cohol can lower the sugar 
level. Tins can be a.voided by 
combining alcohol with 
snacks that contain readily di¬ 
gested carbohydrates like a 
sandwich, cereal bar, etc.

Syria peace talks face total dead 
lock as death toll soars 


GENEVA (AFP) - Syna's fal¬ 
tering peace process ground 
to total deadlock Fnday amid 
growmg concern of complete 
collapse despite international 
pressure, as the death toll on 
the ground continued to soar. 

On the penultimate day of 
the current round of UN-bro¬ 
kered peace talks, Syna's 
warnng sides appeared fur¬ 
ther ap art than ever, agreeing 
on only one thing: that the 
negofiations so far were 
going nowhere. 

"We deeply regret tliat this 
round did not make any 
progress," said Syna's deputy 
foreign minister, Faisal Muq- 
dad, afl;er meeting UN medi¬ 
ator Lakhdar Bralnmi. 

S ep arat ely, op p o siti □ n 
spokesman Louay Safi com¬ 
plained about the regime's 
failure to budge, acknowl¬ 
edging that "the negotiations 
have reached an impasse.' 


As the parties in Geneva 
failed to agree even on an 
agenda for their talks, the 
death toll inside Syria contin¬ 
ued to climb 

A monitoring group said 
Tluirsday more tlian 5,ODD 
people had been killed since 
a first round of talks began 
on January 22. 

Dozens of people were 
killed Friday in a car bomb¬ 
ing 111 firont of the mosque in 
the southern rebel-held vil¬ 
lage of Yaduda, while the ji- 
hadist ISIL group executed 
27 people as rival rebels 
chased it from villages in tlie 
northem province of Aleppo. 

And the UN warned Fn- 
day that more than 2,7DD 
refugees had poured across 
the Lebanese border amid a 
Syrian army offensive in the 
Qaleniun mountains.

In Geneva, there was no 


sign of progress towards end¬ 
ing tlie tillee-year avil war 
that has killed more than 
136,ODD people and forced 
millions to flee their homes. 

Brahimi was set to meet 
the warring sides for a final 
day of talks Saturday, but it 
remained uncleEirifhe would 
be able to convince them to 
come back for a third round. 

Waslungton, which backs 
the opposition and imhated 
the so-called Geneva II talks 
with regime ally Russia, 
voiced deep fi^islration Fri¬ 
day at the stalemate. 

"Talks for show make no 
sense," a senior US official 
said Friday.

Obama proposes 
$1 billion climate 
protection fund 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama will Fri¬ 
day propose a $1 billion fund 
to mitigate the impact of cli¬ 
mate change, as he inspects 
farmland pai'ched by drought 
in California. 

He will propose the invest¬ 
ment in liis 2015 budget that 
will be released next montli -- 
though it IS unclear whether 
tlie fund has much prospect of 
advancing past P.epublicans on 
Capitol Hill 

"We've alw'ays had heat 
waves, but now the worst ones 
are longer, and tliey'rehotter," 
said White House spokesman 
Jay Carney 

"We've always had 
droughts, but the worst ones 
are getting longer and drier. 

"Hie new Climate Re¬ 
silience Fund is intended to fi¬ 
nance research into better 
und er standin g o f proj e cte d im¬ 
pacts of climate change and 
how to better protect commu¬ 
nities and infirastructure. 

It is also designed to help 
vulnerable commumties plan 
and prepare for the impacts of 
climate change and to encour¬ 
age local measures to reduce 
future risk and to fund new re¬ 
silient technologies and infi'a- 
stiTicture to combat a wsdrmmg 


climate. 

Obama will travel to 
Fresno, for a roundtable dis¬ 
cussion with farmers on the 
drought which has turned parts 
of the state's lush farmland 
into a Dust-h owl t3q5 e mo on- 
scape 

Around 90 percent of Cali- 
forma IS rep oiled to b e experi¬ 
encing severe to exceptional 
drought. 

Tlie drought emergency has 
also sparked wildfires and 
prompted Governor Jerry 
Brown to ask Califonuans to 
cut their water use by 20 per¬ 
cent 

Obama wdl pledge to im¬ 
plement $100 milLon in live¬ 
stock disaster assistance for 
California producers con¬ 
tained in a recently passed 
agriculture biU. 

He will also highli^t $15 
nulliQU m conservation fund¬ 
ing for extreme drouglit ai'eas 
m California Texas, Okla¬ 
homa. Nebraska Colorado 
and New Mexico. 

AfLirther $5 million will be 
provided for emergency wa¬ 
tershed protection for Cali for¬ 
ma, aiuong otlier measures 
winch also include a mandate 
for federal facilities to use less 
water. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Hie 
UN's highest international 
Court of Justice is to hear ar¬ 
guments next montli in a long- 
mnning genocide case that 
threatens to sour relations be¬ 
tween Croatia and Serbia. 

The Hague-based ICJ "will 
hold public healings in the 
case concenung Croatia vs 
Serbia firom Monday March 3 
to Tuesday, April 1," it said in 
a statement Friday. 

Croatia in 1999 dragged 
Serbia to the ICJ on genocide 
charges relating to Zagreb's 
1991-95 war of independence 
following the collapse of the 
former Yugoslavia 
Croatia accused Serbia of 
"etlimc cleansing" wluch it 
said was "a form of genocide 
which resulted in large num¬ 
bers of Croatian citixens being 
displaced, killed, tortured or il¬ 
legally detained, as well as ex¬ 
tensive property destruction.‘ 
Some 20,ODD people died as 
a result of the war. 

Zagreb wants judges to 
order Belgrade to p ay damages 
"to persons and properties as 
well as to the Croatian econ¬ 
omy and environment. . a siun 
to be detemunedhy tlie court." 

Belgrade responded with a 
countersuit saying some 
20D,000 etlifiic Serbs were 


forced to flee in 1995 when 
Zagreb launched a military op¬ 
eration to retake its territory. 

Known as Opei’aticn Storm, 
etlmic Serb numbers in the re¬ 
gion dwindled from 12 percent 
before the wai' to four p ercent 
after the operation. 

Belgrade was outraged in 
2012 when Operation Storm's 
Croatian military commander. 
Ante Gotovina, was acquitted 
on appeal by the Hague-based 
Intemationd Criminal Tribu¬ 
nal for tlie former Yugoslavia 
(ICTY). 

So far the ICJ, winch rules 
in disputes against countnes, 
has re cognised only one geno¬ 
cide case since opemng its 
doors in 194l5. 

In 20137 it ruled that geno¬ 
cide took place m mid-1995, at 
Srebrenica in neighbouring 
Bosma, when almost 8,000 
Muslim men and boys were 
slaiugliteied by Bosnian Serb 
ti'oops after tliey overran a 
UN-protected enclave 

Their bodies were subse¬ 
quently dumped in mass 
graves in the worst slaughter 
on European soil since the 
Second World War. 

The ICJ however also ruled 
that Bosma had failed to prove 
tlie involvement of tlie Serbian 
state in the massacre.

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Tlie EU 
will cany out a second round 
of tests to see if horsemeat IS 
being passed off as beef after 
a scandal last year rocked 
public con&dence in food 
safety standards. 

Tlie European Commission 
said Friday tliat experts had 
approved more DMA tests 
after last year's found that 4. d 
percent of examined products 
contained horsemeat witliout 
being labelled as such. 

The Commission treated 
the issue as one of fraud 
rather than public healtli, but 
the scandal attracted huge at¬ 
tention across Europe as it 
lughlighted the extent of In¬ 
dus tn all sati on in food pro¬ 
duction and how difficult it is 


to enforce standards. 

“Although there have not 
been any public health impli¬ 
cations in connection with 
this food fraud, there has 
been a veiy clear reaction 
from consumers following 
this scandal that controls 
need to be stepped up," the 
Commission said m a state¬ 
ment. 

The 2S EU member states 
Will set their oum testing 
timetable but the Commis¬ 
sion said it aims to publish 
the results in July. 

EU Health Commissiouer 
Tonio Borg had slated at he 
time of the hrst results last 
year that he would like an¬ 
other set lo monitor and help 
manage the problem. 


French court orders tests in 
quadriplegic euthanasia case 

PARIS (AFP) - France's higliest civil court Friday or¬ 
dered more medical tests inthe caseof a battle between 
family members over ending t?^e life of a 38-vear-old 
quadriplegic in a vegetative state. The State Couficll said 
it would decide before the summer inthe case of Vincent 
Lambert, who has been in a veg^ative state since a car 
crash in 2808. Doctors treating Lambert, as well as his 
wife, want to cut off intravenous food and water supplies 
but his deeply religious Catholic parents and other fam¬ 
ily members oppose the decision and took the matterto 
court. A 2005 law in France legalised passive euthana¬ 
sia, where a person causes death by withholding or 
with dr awing treatment that is necessary to maintain life. 
The French case comes amid often heated public de¬ 
bates in Europe over euthanasia, including in Belgium 
where lawmakers voted Thursday to extend the right to 
die to terminally ill children.

Snow storm hits Japan

TOKYO (AFP) - Two people were killed Friday when a 
fresh snow storm hit Japan, disrupting rail and road 
travel, grounding more than 100 flights and adding to 
the piles left behind by an earli^ blanketing. Up to 30 
centimetres (12 inches) of snow was forecast for some 
parts of the country by Saturday morning, a week after 
the heaviest snowfall in decades left at least 11 people 
dead and more than 1,200 injured. Tokyo had a thin cov¬ 
ering by early Friday afternoon and the weather agency 
was warning it would conbnue into the night The 
agency also warned of heavy snow In western and cen¬ 
tral Japan as well as strong winds and high waves along 
coastal areas. The storm caused significant travel dis¬ 
ruption with delays on the "shinkansen" bullet train 
services and the closure of a number of highways 
across the country. Japan Airlines (JAL) said it had can¬ 
celled 135 domestic flights for Friday - mostly from 
Tokyo's Haneda airport - and All Nippon Airways (ANA) 
grounded 40 flights across the nation. Jiji Press said 
16,000 air passengers were affected. Forecasters said 
the bad weather would continue. Last week, as m uch as 
27 centimetres (10.6 inches) of snow was recorded in 
Tokyo, the capital's worst snowfall for 45 years. While 
much of that snow had melted, the remains of larger 
piles as well as some slightly diminished snowmen were 
still in evidence across the city.

SOCHI (AFP) - YLizuni 
Hatiyu became the youngest 
Olympic men's figure skaung 
champion in dS years when 
he won Japan's first ever title 
in the discipline on a day 
when So chi temp eratnres 
soared and reputations 
crashed. 

Hanyu, 19, took gold de¬ 
spite falling twice in the free 
skate, Ins perfonnance aided 
by a world record short pro¬ 
gramme 2A hours earlier and 
the inability of nval, three- 
time world champion Paliick 
Chan to stay on his feet. 

Denis Ten moved up fi'om 
ninth after the short pro¬ 
gramme to take a first skating 
bronze for Kazakhstan. 

Hanyu sealed his histone 
victory with Ins firee skate to 
Nino Rota's "Romeo and 
Juliet" in front of a capacity 
crowd at the Iceberg Skating 
Palace, forgetting for the mo¬ 
ment the absence of Russian 
star Yevgeny Plushenko. 

Cariymg a 3.93-pomt lead 
in from the short programme 
Hanyu scored 178 d4 for tlie 
free skate, despite a two-point 
deductiDix for an overall total 
of !1SQ Q9 as Japan celebrated 
their first gold in Soclu. 

Chan, aclneved 17S.10 
to take silver after stumbling 
through Vivaldi's "Four Sea¬ 
sons" and "Concerto Grosso" 
for an overall total of 775.(52 

“Of course, it's a chance 
niiEsed.“ said Chan. "Butjust 
because I missed tliat opportu¬ 
nity today doesn't define my 
cai'eer, it doesn't change the 
facttliat I'm shJl one of the best 
figure skaters m the world." 

Swiss outsider Sandro 
Viletta won men's super com¬ 
bined ski gold as the big 
Alpine ski stars again foiled to 
fire.

World champion Ted Ligety 
could only fimsh 17tli while 
French tyro Alexis Pinturault 
crashed out of tlie afternoon 
slalom when well-placed on 
the mountain course at Rosa 
Khutor. 

As temperatures nudged 14 
degrees Celsius (59 degrees 
Fahrenheit), Viletta^ 14th after 
the morning downlnll, swept 
down the increasingly slushy 
course to post a winning time 
of 7min 45.7Dsec. 

Croatian veteran Ivica 
Kostehc (7'45.54) won bis 
third consecutive Olympic sil¬ 
ver in tlie event wlule Italy's 
Cbnstof Innerhofer won 
bronze to add to his second 
place in tlie downhill.

has not had a single World Cup 
podium finish in the event -- 
came just two days after com- 
p atiiDt Dominique Gisiii won a 
shock gold 111 the women's 
downlnll, 

"This is amazing It's per¬ 
fect. It's also a big sho'ck. 1 did¬ 
n't think 1 would come first. 
I'm so happy," said the 73- 
yeai-old. 

Just as the hkes of Ligety, 
Pinturault and Bode Miller 
flopped m the mountains, the 
once sky-higb reputation of 
Russian figure skating icon 
Plushenko plummeted as the 
day progressed 

The 31-year-old double 
Olympic champi on had retired 
on Thursday after a back injury 
forced him to quit the men's 
final. 

But there was fiai strati on 
that tlie ftagile veteran had not 
pulled out after winning gold 
in tlie team competition last 
weekend, winch would have 
allowed Russia to field a re¬ 
placement in the men's event. 

"It was a lamentable specta¬ 
cle," Russian figure skating 
legend and tliree-time Olympic 
gold medallist Irina Rodmna 
told Sovietsky Sport

His departure was also 
highly controversial given tlie 
debate tliat preceded his selec¬ 
tion over his younger rival, tlie 
Ru sSI an ch ampi on M axim 
Kovtuix IS. 

As temperatures soar'ed,

gruelling men's 15 km classic 
tune trial. 

Organisers also had to bung 
forward the start time of the 
morning downlnll of the super- 
combined wliile a series of 
fireestyle traimng sessions 
were cancelled in order to pro¬ 
tect die fragile sui'faces.

Cologna won his second gold 
of the Games witli a dominant 
performance in the men's 
15km cross countiy despite tlie 
spring-like weatlier. 

Belarus' Darya Domracheva 
p ut in a ph en omenal di spl ay to 
win her second biatlilon gold 
of the Olympics in the 
women's 15 km individual. 

Freestyle skier Alla Tsuper 
tlien won tlie women's Aerials 
to ensure Belarus's most suc¬ 
cessful Olympics ever. 

Tsuper, 34, edged out world 
champion Xu Mengtao of 
China into silver with Aus¬ 
tralia's reigmng Olympic 
champion Lydia Lassila taking 
bronze. 

Lizzy Yarnold earned 
Britain's first gold medal in 
Soclii with viirtory in the skele¬ 
ton. 

Tlie 75-year-old, who led 
the event after the two opening 
nins, produced two more con¬ 
sistent rounds to finish 0.97sec 
aliead of second-placed Noelle 
Pikus-Pace of the United 
Slates. 

Russia's 7013 European 
champion Elena Nikitina was 
third.

Olympics: Star-maker Orser finally gets his two Olympic gold 


SOCHl(AFP) - Two-time 
Olympic silver medallist Bnan 
Orser has finally got his two 
figure skating gold medals at 
tlie Winter Games 

Tlnrty years ago the Cana¬ 
dian suffered the first of tlie 
two biggest disappointments 
of Ins sporting career taking 
silver in Sarajevo, and four 
years later again took second 
at his home Olympics m Cal- 
gaiy. 

But on Friday niglit standing 
nnkside dressedm a combina¬ 
tion of Japanese and Spanish 
national colours at the Iceberg 


Skating Palace he confirmed 
liis status as tlie sport's new 
super coach. 

In Vancouver four years ago 
he led South Korean fiigure 
skating sensation Kim YLi-Ma 
to Olympic women's gold witli 
world record scores across the 
boai'd. 

hi Socln he repeated tlie feat 
witli Japan's Ylizuru Hanyu, 
19 N ah on al champio n Hanyu 
has been tlie star of tlie men's 
event m Sochi, beating Russ¬ 
ian star Yevgeny Plushenko in 
the team short programme. 



The youngster from Sendai 
then set a world record in the 
short programme to become 
the first man to break the IQO- 
point mark and went on to take 
Japan's first men's gold in the 
free skatmg. 

He became the youngest 
winner of the Olympic men's 
title since American I>ick But¬ 
ton 111 194S. 

Toronto training partner 
Javier Fernandez, who Orser 
helped become the first 
Spaniard to medal at worlds 
last year with a bronze, how¬ 


ever finished just off the 
podium in fourtti 

Coaclung has m some ways 
helped make up for Orser's 
own Olympic failings. 

As a young figure skater 
Orser had entered the 19S4 
Games among the favourites 
and m Sarajevo became the 
first man to land the tnple azel 
in the Olympics. 

Despite Ins two Olympic 
medals, a world title, eight 
straight semor Canadian titles 
-- Orser has done even better 
as a coach
